Papers Relative to the Proposed 
Union of British Columbia anil 
Vancouver Island. 

Tho Governor yesterday laid boforo 
tho House copies ot all papers rolativo 
to tho Union of these Colonics that 
havo passod between tho Colonial 
Office and Governors DouglaB, Konnc- 
dy and Seymour. To tho despatches 
from tho Duko of Newcastle to Gover- 
nor Douglas, it is unnecessary to 
moro than alludo — they having boon 
already published horo. In tho first 
despatch from Mr Cardwoll to Gov- 
ernor Kennedy, regret is express* 
od at tho rofusal of the Assembly 
to accept tho Civil List, and tho 
Govornors of tho two Colonies aro 
instructed to ascertain tho feolings of 
tho peoplo as to Union. On March 
21, 18C5, Governor Kennedy sends a 
despatch to Mr Cardwoll detailing tho 
circumstances attending tho passage 
by tho House of the unconditional 
Utiion resolutions. Ho says that it 
Laving boon claimed that tho rosolu ■ 
tions did not fairly represent publio 
opinion, on election was held and 
Measrs McCluro and DeCosmos, ad- 
vocates of tho measure, roturnod by 
largo majorities. Tho position of the 
Logislativo Council — in declining to 
consider tho question — tho protest of 
Hons. .Rhodes and Fin lay son against 
tho non-committal policy of tho Coun- 
cil, and tho newspaper reports of the 
debates, aro stated in this despatch. 
Noxt comos a despatch from Governor 
Kennedy onolosing a copy of tho 
Chambor of Commerce petition pray- 
ing for Union, for tho preservation of 
the Freo Port, and for tho abrogation 
of tho hostilo Customs Act of British 
Columbia. On tho samo dato (March 
21) Governor Kennedy urges tho no-* 
cossity of uniting tho Colouios on a 
uniform basis; tho abrogation of tho 
Freo Port is recommended, and the 
proposal ot Govornor Douglas to havo 
ono Govornor for tho two Colonion, 
and allow each Colony '•' a fi«naraie 
Legislature, to mako its own laws, 
raise and apply its own rovonuo, as at 
present, for its individual bonofit," is 
thought to bo " fraught with tho elo- 
ments of dissolution and discord." 
Tho next despatch that wo como to is 
ono from Govornor yoymour, contra- 
dicting most of tho statements contain- 
ed in tho petition of tho Victoria 
Chambor of Commerce, of a copy ot 
•which ho had " bocomo accidentally 
possessed." HisExcolloncy disputes tho 
safety of Victoria harbour, and says 
that in ontoring that harbour oh a 
dark night in a vossel (tho littlo ele- 
phant, Loviathan) drawing three foot 
Bix inches, ho wont aground. Gover- 
nor Seymour does not, howovcr, toll 
Mr Cardwoll, that if ho had attempted 
to cross from the Surrey to tho Mid- 
dlesex sido of tho Thames in tho samo 
manner that ho tried to en tor Victoria 
harbour, ho would have struck on tho 
opposito bank and gouo aground ihoro 
as well ! Tho despatch then goes on 
to sneak of tho excellence of tho on- 
tranco to Fraser Rivor and cites tho 
instancoof H. M. S. Tribune having 
been enabled to roach Now Westmin- 
ster without accident; but tho disas- 
ter to tho Tribune as sho was loaving 
tho river is rather gingerly handled, 
and attributed to the " dull white 
colour of tho polo that marks tho 
channel." What tho '•' dull white 
colour of tho polo" had to do with 
tho vessel going ashore in broad duy- 
light it is hard to say.

tho Governor his enormous and onrea< 
sonablo salary of $20,000, is carefully 
excluded from Mr Cardwoll. On March 
29, 18G5, Governor Seymour writes 
that tho Vaneouverians want to bo 
annexed and that ,tlio British Column 
bians are "strongly opposed to the 
proposod connexion." Tho peoplo of 
Viocoriit aro accused of trying to 
oroato a fooling of dissatisfaction 
among tho mining population, anc 



thoir names to this potition. Tho 
causes of the depression aro attributed 
to "reckloss credit, competition and 
overtrading ; " in tho 'ovonfc of Union, 
tho Governor thinks that tho Froo 
Port should be abolished. A despatch 
from Governor Konncdy, dated Do- 
combor 10, 1S05, enclosing tho reso- 
lutions of tho Assembly (which body 
had thon ropentcdof tho unconditional 
clause) asking for Union " with 
the inodo and amount of taxa* 
tion" loft Jor tho peoplo to decile, 
and asking for Ko3ponsiblo Gov* 
ornmont," is noxt prcducod. In 
a Iodr dispatch from Governor Seymour 
to Mr Cardwcll, wrillen from Ruo do la 1'aix, 
I'uris, and dated February 17, 18GG, tbo Vic- 
toria merchants nre handled " without 
glovea" for their interference in tho af- 
laira of the sistor Colony; tho Cariboo Sentinel 
is denounced as the representative in Cari- 
boo of Victoria (a libel by an opposition 
sheet winch. Govornor Seymour should huVO 
had bolter tusto than to reiterate ; ) in tho 
luce of the numerous and almost daily bank- 
ruptcies, Governor Soymour assures Mr 
Cardwell that " British Columbia is nourish- 
ing," and, as proof thereof, a list of the pub- 
lic works completed in 18G5 (willi Victoria 
capital, be it borne in mind) is sketched out. 
Ilia Excellency then lays down a form of 
government, by which ho propnsos to give 
Vuncouver Island four popular members, 
divided as follows: Victoriu, 2 ; Nanaimo, 1 ; 
and Comox, 1. British Columbia is to fur- 
nish 8 popular members, and the remaining 
ten members aro lo bo Government oflieern 
or appointees. Tho port of Victoria is de- 
nounced as " not in Ihe direct line of com- 
merce," and the assertion is mnde that no 
vessels except those specially bound there 
ever enter it. Nevertheless, His Excel- 
lency does admit that Victoria is the largest 
eity and the most agreeable placo of resi- 
dence," but ho thinks that '' in seeking Union 
with British Columbia, Vancouver Inland re- 
linquishes all claim to the possession within 
her limits of the scat of Government." (A mel- 
ancholy fact.) A despatch Irom Mr Birch, 
enclosing a petition for Union from " 445 
persons," completes llio list. It is evident 
from the meagre extracts lhat we have quot- 
ed, thai Governor Kennedy has used his best 
endeavors to bring about Union, while Gov- 
ernor Seymour has left no stone unturned to 
belittle us in Ihe eyes of the Colonial Office 
and give us a bill that bo knew wo would lay 
down our lives rather than accept. Tho plain 
iruih is this : Governor Seymour is not in 
favor of the Union of the Colonies, and has 
thoroughly indoctrinated Mr Curdwell with 
his views. The Derby Ministry may give us 
an officer less susceptible to such influences; 
Out whether the Colonics be united or not, 
nothing will excuse the position assumed by 
the gubernatorial " delegalo " of British Col- 
umbia to Downing Street. Ue has not sim- 
ply opposed Union, but ho has also opposed 
Annexation, and favored tho adoption of a 
system that amounts to DOthing less than 
Annihilation.

More Capital. — At the annual goneral 
meeting of the proprietors of the Bank ol 
British North Ameriea, held in London on 
the 5th of June, Mi Burnloy Hume, chairman 
in tho absence of Sir Minto Farquhar, made 
tho following remarks in rcl'erencu to tho re- 
sult of Mr Paton, the general manager's 
visit to this coast.: " He had informed them 
at a former mooting that the directors ini 
tended to send out Mr Paton, the general 
manager, to inspect the branches on the Pa- 
cific coast. Mr Paton had performed the 
duty with an intelligence and zeal that en- 
titled him to the highest credit. Ho had 
made a most able report upon the whole of 
the business transacted at thoso establish- 
ments, and that report made after the most 
minute examination, fully justified the diver- 
sion of a portion of the capital of the bunk in 
the East, whore they were crippled by a false 
legislation, to tho West, where their capital 
hud free scope." 

Naval. — From the Panama Star of tho 
26 th of June, we learn 'hat the U. S. Steam- 
er Suwanoe, Capl. Paul Shirley, was to sail 
on that day for Vancouver Island, touching 
nt San Francisco and the differont porta on 
the Central Amorieau and Mexican Coasts. 
Capt. Richard A. Powell, C. B., at present 
commanding the cadot training ship Britan- 
nia at Dartmoutn, has accepted tho command, 
offered to him by the Admiralty, of the screw 
unarmoured frigate Topaze, 31 guns, 2,659 
tone, 600 horse power, as second officer in 
command of her Majesty's ship on tho Pac- 
ific station, vico Capt. Michael de Courcy, 
returning to England. Tho nrmour plated 
ship Favorite, originally intended for this 
coast has been Bent to the North Atlantic 
station. 

The North- West Gold Fields— Al- 
ready parties aro arriving and equipping 
themselves for the Saskatchewan mines, and 
soveral parties are making ready to start for 
Rainy River gold fields, on our side of the 
lino with canoes. Definite information is 
said to have boon received, and these en- 
terprising persons go out to Incite tho richer 
claimF. Tbe Vormillion Lake people push- 
ing north may possibly foro.-tall them, but 
tho country is lurgo enough, and doubtless 
tho deposits rich enough to satisfy nil. 
What are our Canadian friends doing that 
they do not look after this rich portiuu of 
their territories 1—Nor Wester. 

Dangerous Bridge — The bridga over tho 
ravine leading to Ross Cay, is in a state dan- 
gerous to the lileaud limb of pedestrians and 
horsemen. Several of the planks are gono 
ard tho wholo structure will soon topple over 
if some steps bo not taken to socure it. Wo 
hope that the required repairs will bo made 
immediately— as are now boing dono on the 
James Bay bridge. 

A Case of Conscience. — The gold watch 
and chain, valued at $250 belonging to Capt 
Naunton of the bark Kent, was stolen from 
him, alter the collision with the eteumer 
Oregon, and tho delinquent becoming no 
doubt conscience stricken, has returned tho 
stolen property to the British Consul nt Sun 
Francisco, with the request that it be restor- 
ed to its lawful owner.

ed. They will reulise his character about tho 
same time that he hopes to realise his acres. 

From these two officials the present insult- 
ing document emanates. 

Let tho people of Vancouver Island treat 
it anil them with due contempt — lot us reject 
the Bill and despise its authors. 

Our populaliou has always boen loyal, and 
true to the Crown ; but I believo tho ma- 
jority of Englishmen here would sooner see 
tho Colouy nnnexed to the United States 
than allow themselves to be thus entirely ab- 
sorbed by our expansive and expensive 
neighbour, under whoso control our eight 
years ol labor, enterprise, and liberal expen- 
diture are to bo placed absolutely, whilo wo 
arc left helpless iu a studied minority. 

Wo sincerely desire Union with British 
Columbia, and we are deeply interested in 
her prosper! ly — but it can only be on terms 
that are lair to each, that a happy Union can 
bo hoped for aud consummated.

" Resolved, That this House having taken 
into consideration tho present state ol tho 
C dony, is firmly convinced that it is expe- 
dient at the present lime to obscrvo the 
strictest economy in the public expenditure 
compatible with the efficiency of the public 
service ; 

'•And that the immediate Union of this 
Colony with British Columbia under such 
constitution as Her Majesty's Governmci t may 
be pleased to yranl, is the means best adapt- 
ed lo prevent permanent causes ol depression 
as well as to stimulate trade, foster industry, 
develop our resources, augment our popula- 
tion, and erfSUro cur permanent prosperity ; 

" And this House pled;es ilsolf, iD ca-e 
Her Majesty's Government shall graul such 
Union, to salisly tho samo by legislative 
enactment, if required. 

" Resolved, That tho nbovo resolutions be 
transmitted to His Excellency tho Governor, 
with the respeotlul request that ho may take 
the same into his earnest and immediate cons 
sideration." 

Such are tho resolu ions asking for tho 
Unconditional Union ol these Colonies. They 
formed the platform upon which Messrs De- 
Cosmos" and McClure stood during their short 
but bitter contest with Messrs Young and 
Sproat, in February, 1865, and tho electors, 
by returning thu two first-named gentlemen, 
ratified the action of tho Assembly. The re- 
sult is before tho country in ihe Union Bill 
about lo bo passed through Parliament. 

British Uoluinbia. 



[from !' times " of 18th JUNE, 18G6 ] 

Tho liill before the House of Commons 
provides that, after the adoption by the Lugi 
islatures of the two Colonies of addressess in 
lavor ol Union, the Governor ol British Col- 
umbia is lo proclaim V.,ncouvcr Island uni- 
ted to Biitisll Columbia, and thenceforth the 
two Colonies are to be known as " British 
Columbia." New Westminster will be the 
capital ; Victoria is a larger town, and is, in 
many respects the most agreeable pluco ol 
resideuou ; but it is very desirable that tho 
Beat ol government should be on the main- 
land ; and British Columbia has also this 
claim to bo selected, Ihat she has not sought 
this Union, and would rather prefer boing 
left alone. The House of Assembly of Van- 
couver's Island hai prayed for a Union on 
suck arms as to Her Majesty may seem meet. 
It will be a Union with a tarifl, and thu is- 
land is willing to give up its boast of Victoria 
as u Free Port. Tho Governor of British 
Columbia fouls compelled to say thnt Eng- 
land ought lo bu represented by only one civil 
authority beyond tho Rocky Mountains. 
Both British Columbia uud Vanoouvers Is- 
land have occasionally to discuss questions 
with their American and Russian neighbors, 
and, as things now aro, tburo is nothing to 
insure uniformity of action. The ono Colony 
may life on the most friendly terms with adja- 
cent Powers, thu other in a state of reserve 
pending a reference to Europe. Dissensions 
between tho two Colonies are looked upon in 
thu neighbouring Siaton as rather u scanda- 
lous, but a novel and amusing leuturo in our 
colonization, and the result is that British in- 
fluence and power iu the Pacific uro weaken i 
ed. A uniform policy in tho treatment of 
the Indian population is very important, and 
greater economy ol government is felt to bo 
nooded. Vancouver Island has an elected 
Assembly ol 15 members, and a nominated 
Legislative Council; but the Governor has to 
report that this form ol government does not 
work satisfactorily. The time for two separ- 
ate Chambers is not yot. British Columbiu 
has only a Legislative Council. Five ttiuni- 
bors— one-third of it— aro public (unction- 
ures, five tiro selouted by the Governor from 
tbo magistracy ; in tho appointment of tho 
other live the Governor is guided, iu pursu- 
|Unco ol his instructions, by tho recommenda- 
tion of the peoplu in Uv" distinct districts, 
and tho people in effect elect those fivo mem- 
bers. Tho Governor oousidois that tho 
ceuutry magistrates) supply that suction of 



tho Legislature which possesses moel ho con- 
fidence of the poopio. Circumstai c i9 throw 
them into froo iuterco.urso with all classes, 
nnd train them to bo men of decision and 
great personal influence, who can preserve 
tranquillity and secure obedienoo to their 
deoiaions with very little advantage of police 
force. These functionaries are described as 
equally respeoted by ttie people and tho gov- 
ernment, and tho miners look upon tho de- 
parture of tho magistrate for his legislative 
duties with quite as much confidence as on 
that of tho men ho has assisted in returning 
to tho House. A regulur representative 
Constitution could not work well in British 
Columbia as it is at present, but tho Gover- 
nor desires to see tho popular olement in- 
creased in tho Legislative Council. Tho 
pretend Bill provides that the form ol gov- 
ernment existing in Vancouver Island shall 
couee at the Union, and the United Colonies 
will have the Excovtivo Government and 
Legislntivo Council now existing in British 
Columbia, power being given to increase the 
number of councillor to 23, in ordor that 
Vancouver Island may be represented.
